ficate of the Officer of the Cuſtoms that ſhall have ſurveyed ſuch

on to take care that the pretended proprietors of ſuch Ship , who 
ſhall dwell there, be examined upon Oath concerning their pro- 
priety., and the tinie of their buying ſuch Ship, and for what 
ſumme of money , and that he do return ſuch Examinations to the 
Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms , together with his knowledge or be-

to His Majeſty in Council , their Approbation of the 
ſeveral Rules here under written, prepared by the Com. 
mittee of this Board for. Trade, for preventing the frau- 
dulent procuring of Paſles , in purſuance of the Treaties 
with Algiers, Tynis, and Tripoly , as followeth : Viz. 


May it pleaſe your Majeſty, 


BF the General Regulation which We prefent Your 
Majeſty m relation to Paſſes , We have thought fit for 
Your Majeſties Service, to prepare alſo ſome Rules for the 
Granting of Paſſes , in purſuance of the Treaties with Al- 
ters, Tunis, and Tripoly ; and having therein likewiſe 
conſulted with the Commiſstoners of the Cuſtoms , and recei= 
ved their concurrence , We preſume to lay them before Your 


Majeſty , as followeth : 


"rſt, Whereas by the words of the late Proclamation , bear- 

ing date the 22th, of December 1675 , Your Majeſty did
